The lantern consists ef 
two globes, one within the other, be- 
tween which a stream of water is passed 
to prei cut any uncomfortable heating of 
the out side. 
Through the small window 


in the lantern thu images from the stom- 
ach tr.ivel along the tube to the eye-piece, 
being bent by prisms sufliciently to pass 
around the curve, 
By an ingenious con- 


trivam e the window is revolved at pleas- 
ure, so that any portion of the stomach's 
contents may in turn be brought to view. 
This nrw scientific material has been iu 
actual use in Vienna, and will probablv 
prove \aluablc to modical men it study- 
ing digestion and diseases of the stomach.

quors, as common beverages, is inimical 
to the true interests of individuals and 
destructive to the order and welfare of 
society, und ought, therefore, to be pro- 
hibited.

prohibiting the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages, as affording most cflicient aid in 
removing the appalling evil of intemper- 
ance.

Extracts from a speech of John ]i. 


Finch, at Lake Ulnff, 111., Aug. 27th : In 
discussing this question of temperance, 
Lhe one fact more than all others that I 
would wish to impress on your minds at 
the commencement is the fact that this 
question .s a question that must be set- 
tled in thiscountry. 
It isaquestion that 


can not be laughed down, sneered down, 
leered doivn or blackguarded down, and 
there is not money enough in the liquor 
power of ibis nation to buy enough votes 
Lo long prevent its entire defeat at the 
iiantls of this people. 
Of all the Legisla- 


tures of tun years ago, there was not one- 
rhich discussed thu question of the pro- 
iiibilion of Ihe liquor traffic, while the 
LegislaUires«f Iho past u inter, without a 
single exception, devoted a large part of 
their time to the discussion of this ques- 
tion. 
Fiom the day that the liquor busi- 


ness was introduced into this country it 
lias been a bitter, blighting, damning 
curse upon everything holy, virtuous and 
true: tin enemy of S.ibbath, the enemy 
of wife, the enemy of husband, the worst 
enemy God has in the world, and the best 
agent Uic devil ever employed. 
I write 


that up there and look liquor men i:i the 
face and say, "You know it is true." 
Write as a second count, in the language 
of the ox-Chief Justice of Nebraska, 


more than 
four-fifths 
of the crime 


of the i rentier States is the 
result 


Ihe traffic in alcoholic liquors. Remem- 
ber the faloous of this country arc the 
places where you sprout thieves, they are 
the cradk's where you nurse incipent mur- 
derers." "I write that up there and tell 
you, liquor men in this audience, it can 
be proved by the records of the criminal 
courts of Chicago and the courts of the 
whole country. Write again in the lan- 
guage of one of the editors of a New York 
daily, "The liquor business in our large 
cities is (he fountain head of all that is 
vile, devilish and low." 


In my state, the frontier State of Ne- 


braska, t in years ago, a member of the 
Legislature who did not drink liquor was 
an exccp.ion ; to-day a man that does is 
an exception. At that early date the 
people elected a Governor of the Slate of 
Nebraska who was a known drunkard, 
and regardless of the fact that he was a 
drunkard, re-elected him and afterwards 
impcaclu d him for high crimes aud mis- j 
demeanors committed while he was drunk, j 
To-day a man could not be elected in the 
State on any party ticket if it was known | 
he was a drunkard. The Legislature met 
last winter and during its entire winter 
session I never saw a member who was 
under the influence of liquor. I under- 
stood tlu re was a member who was drunk, 
but his friends said he was suffering with 
brain fever, and kept him out of sightnii- 
til he gol sober. 
Ten years ago in Oma- 


ha if you had called on the ladies who 
kept opin house on New Year's you 
would have found wine on nearly every 
table; for the past three years in that 
city, (anil I have means of knowing the 
truth of what I affirm) not a family in 
Omaha, nor in the city of Lincoln, have 
placed wine before their guests upon that 
day. 
Even our German friends have, to a 


large extent, banished it in obedience to 
the demands of educated public opinion. 


So, I say, as I look over the rapid ad- 


vance that has been aud is being made in 
this coui.try, I have no doubt of the prop- 
osition that it is a question which will 
come up in every spring election, every 
town election, every city election, every 
county election, every State election and 
every national election until it is settled ; 
each year it will come with louder knocks 
and each year with more urgent demands. 
If you hive investigated this statement 
and bclii've it to bo true, write alongside 
of that fact another one : Some one has 
said that history is philosophy teaching 
by example, and if it is, then history 
alongside the fact already stated writes 
that a question is never settled until it is 
settled right; put the two together; it 
must be settled, it must be settled right, 
and you liave the basis of the present ag- 
itation.

a perfectly good woman, who is responsi- 
ble for his becoming the miserable, snurty 
oicl miser that you find him. There was 
another woman also, of course, who fell 
into his life as a splash of mud might fall 
on his coat sleeve, and could have been as 
easily brushed off, only the other one was 
too good to see it in that light, and too 
innocent, or—as I am writing sense—I 
had better say too ignorant to be taught 
bolter. 
This is not the only instance I 


have known of life-wrecking done by 
these perfectly good women, for whom the 
Christ is not sutlicicntly Christian. 


lie went—I use the language of his or- 


der and his age—a mucker! 
One of the 


heaviest muckers known at that lime in 
London; and then he went—abroad. 
Jle 


disappeared, and 
his younger brother 


sailed for India in the year of the firsl 
Greal Exhibition, the year of peace (as 
we were told) that was the father of years 
of bloodiest war, the year 1851. 


The elder Iloblyer, not quite yet "Old 


Iloblyer," 
reappeared 
soon after the 


death of his father, which took place some 
time in 1800 or '(jl,and, in a compara- 
tively small town like Wyvcrnden, there 
was a good deal of talk abonl him. In 
Ihe firsl place, he was so changed in face 
that it was difficult to recognize him; and 
in habits and manner he was not the same 
man at all. Some said that everything 
he had inherited from his father went lo 
his creditors, and the mortgagees only re- 
frained from selling Wyvern Hall (where 
the family had lived for four generations) 
on condition that he let it and paid them 
the rent. 


On the other hand, there was a party 


that believed him to be actually rich, that 
he had turned miser, and invented a host 
of creditors to excuse his many acts of 
meanness. 
They argued that a man who 


had been brought up as he was, who 
had been accustomed for years to indulge 
himself in every direction, would not 
turn into a careful scraper together of 
sixpences, and starve in a dirty little 
cottage, unless some passion stronger 
than that of self-indulgence had con- 
quered and replaced it. 


The AVillie Iloblyer of 1830 would

at Bunson, four miles off (they called it 
Wyverden Road), and no one seemed to 
think we should ever have one a'.iy nearer, 
except a certain Mr. Beaver, v/ho bought 
a slip of land on each side of the river 
Flick, and had jnst time to run up a row 
of houses—such houses!—on it, before 
the new railway people came along with 
their chains and dumpy levels to lay out 
the new line which now connects us with 
Stccpletown. 
There is no other way of 


getting in except by making a long cut- 
ting or extensive tunnel, and so Mr. Bea- 
ver sold half his land and his houses for 
«bout five times as much as the whole had 
cost him. 


Who was Beaver? Well, a good many 


thought that Iloblyer was Beaver, and that 
Beaver was a myth. No one but Hoblyer 
ever saw Beaver, and he only saw him 
once for about half an hour, when Beaver 
appointed him his agent (so Hoblyer said) 
and then went abroad. 
This was why 


Iloblyer had to be so hard on the tenants. 
His instructions were precise, aud he 
could not persuade bis principal to alter 
them in any respect. Beaver would not 
answer a letter if there were anything 
about lowering rents or making repairs in 
it. 
So Hoblyer of Wyvernden went 


about with a canvas-bag in his hand, and 
a bottle of ink hanging to his rusty lapel, 
collecting three and sixpences from the 
wives of bricklayers and railway porters, 
with not unfrequeutly a broker's man at 
his elbow. It was a scandal and a shame 
anyhow. If, as people said, he was rich, 
what a shame to grind the poor under the 
shield of that lie! 
If he were a poor 


man himself, as he said, what a disgrace 
to his family to ply such a trade in his na- 
tive town! Why couldn't he go some- 
where else, and be mean and dirty where 
no one knew him ? 


Now this was not quite fair, because he 


had uo family at Wyvernden to be dis- 
graced ; at least he had not at the time 
when this was common talk. 
As for the 


other phrase of the conjecture, young Mr. 
Tibbetts of the bank, who had not yet ac- 
quired that absolute reticence about shop 
which his craft imposes, let out that the 
rents in question were really and truly re- 
mitted through his firm every quarter to a 


house at Frankfort, for account of M. 
Beaver. 


So no one knew exactly what to make 


of Old Hoblyer, and as years went ou, 
people left off trying, and took him as 
they found him—a seedy old creature 
with hungry eyes, who lived apart, and 
brightened up when a kiml word was said 
to him. He did not often brighten up. 


One of the big steeplechases used to be 


held near Wyvernden, and for four days 
our town was demoralized and enriched 
by the crowd of trainers, jockeys, betting 
men and booth-keepers which such meet- 
ings congregate. The favorite in the 
principal event started at two to one on 
him, and so, perhaps, it is unnecessary for 
me to observe that he was beaten.

Iyer, late Kesident at the Court of his 
Highness the Rajah of Muskataporc, in 
the service of her Majesty, as Empress of 
India.

The Colonel bad acquired habits of 


command during bis military and diplo- 
matic career which he found it difficult to 
restrain.

He loved his master ; and

Il 
evidently went off to the entire satisfac- 
tion of both, and everybody was charmed 
with the admirable manner in which the 
rich one behaved afterward.

;lie afternoon arm-in-arm with Mr. Hob- 
;yer, who was dressed in his old seedy 
clothes, and wore a hat at which a London

PllESKKVlNO AVTVM.N LlCAVKS.—Last 


fall, writes a correspondent of the /..K/iV.s' 
Floral Cabiiivt, was particularly rich in 
bright-colored leaves. I entered into the 
business of preserving them with great ar- 
dor, and have been well repaid for my 
trouble. All winter my room was bril- 
liant with their gay colors, and they are 
still as beautiful as when I broke them 
from the trees. 


When pressed, leaves of a solid color 


do not have as striking an effect as those 
with green or yellow centres sK»htly 
touched with crimson on 
the eilges. 


Young maples trees usually have brighter 
foliage than those of maturcr growth. 
Oak leaves, if sought early,arc sometimes 
found of great brilliancy, and these are 
particularly pretty because of their grace- 
ful form. 


Handsomer decorative offers are pro- 


duced with boughs or twigs tlffii with de- 
tached leaves. Three or 
four graceful 


branches form a very handsome cornice 
for lace curtains, and there is no richer 
frame for a sombre old engraving than a 
few sprays of many colored maple leaves, 
or a cluster of graceful oak leaves. 
'The 


boughs themselves form a pretty picture 
if tastefully grouped and nailed against a 
white or delicately tinted wall. 
Quite 


large boughs may be pressed between 
newspapers, two thicknesses of newspa- 
pers between each bough. The papers 
must be changed every day for about ten 
days, or the leaves will mildew and lose 
all their brightness. 
Some people prefer 


coarse brown paper, as that need be 
changed only once in two days. 


After the leaves arc dry, sprinkle them 


with resin, and pass a hot iron rapidly 
over them. 
Be careful not lo have the 


iron too hot, or the leave's will shrivel up. 
Resin gives a slight but very beautiful 
gloss to the leaves and preserves them 
better than prepared varnish, linseed oil, 
parafliue, and ice water. 


Baron James do Rothschild, one day at 


dinner, perceived that the artist Dela- 
croix, who was his guest, was looking ut 
him in a peculiarly searching manner. 
The Baron asked the reason, and Dela- 
croix responded that having for some lime 
been vainly searching for a head such as 
lie would like to copy for a prominent beg- 
gar in his new picture, he was suddenly 
struck with the idea that his host would 
make a splendid model.

And, suiting the action to the word, the

seemed in danger of 


bursting his sides with laughter, who in a 
moment before seemed breaking his heart 
with weeping. If this be true in the 
world of living men, slight, very slight 
are the causes that make or break the 
happiness of life. The touch of a brush 
can dim heaven with a cloud, or brighten 
the prospect of the fair horizon. 


There are 7,000 species of fish now 


known to men of science. 


The name of Fred Douglass is one of 


the best known in t'lo country, and the 
fact that he, a colored man, escaped from 
slavery at a time when the I'ndergrourd 
Railway was running its perilous trips is 
also well known. The manner of his es- 
cape, however, has never until now been 
told. The Century Magazine (formerly 
SfriOJici-'s Monthly) gives Mr. Douglass' 
narrative of his escape, from which we 
extract a few incidents. Though often 
asked to write the story of his escape, Mr. 
Douglass has refused on the grounds that 
while slavery existed there were n good 
many reasons for not telling the story, 
and since it had ceased to exist, there 
was no reason for telling it. 
He has at 


last been prevailed upon to tell the tale. 
Those persons who expect a sensational 
story will bo disappointed. 
There is, 


however, in the simple narration a pathos 
that all who read it must feel. It is a 
record of courage that could risk betrayal, 
and bravery that was ready to encounter 
death if need be. 
But these qualities 


were not largely drawn upon. Address 
and cunning were of more use and they 
won the day. 


Nearly half n century ago, when Doug- 


lass made his escape from slavery, it was 
the custom in the State of Maryland to 
require all free colored people to be pro- 
vided with "free papers," without which 
they were not permitted to travel. A 
description of the person was given in 
these papers, and the possessor was ex- 
amined very rigidly to make good his 
identily. 
A slave answering lo the gen- 


eral description would sometimes bor- 
row or hire his papers from a free negro, 
but Ihis was a critical thing to do and of- 
ten resulted disastrously to both the owner 
and the borrower. Douglass answered no 
description papers that he had seen, so 
that plan could not be adopted in this 
case. 
He had., a friend—a sailor—who 


was supplied with certain Gover.imcnt 
papers that had at least an official look. 
Baltimore was his starting point. 
He 


arranged with a friendly hackman to bring 
bis luggage to the station and arrived 
there himself just in time to jump aboard 
the train, hoping in the confusion attend- 
ing its departure to avoid exciting suspi- 
cioc. 
The story is best told in Douglass* 


own language: 


"In my clothing 1 was rigged out in 


sailor style. 1 had on a red shirt and a 
tarpaulin hat, and a black cravat tied in 
sailor fashion careless!) and loosely about 
my neck. 
My knowledge of ships and 


sailor's talk came much to my assistance, 
for 1 knew n ship from s';em to stern and 
from keelson to cross-trees, and could 
talk sailor like an 'old salt.' I was well 
on the way to Havre de Grace before the 
conductor came into the negro car to col- 
lect tickets and examine the papers of his 
black passengers. 
This was a critical 


moment in the drama. 
My whole future 


depended upon the decision of this con- 
ductor. Agitated though I was while 
this ceremony was proceeding, still, ex- 
ternally at least, I was apparently calm 
and self-possessed. 
He went on with his 


duty, examining several colored passen- 
gers before reaching me. 
He was some- 


what harsh in tone nnd peremptory in 
manner until he reached me, when, strange 
enough, and to my surprise and relief, his 
whole manner changed. 
Seeing that 1 


did not readily produce my free papers, 
as the other colored persons in the car 
had done, he said lo me, in a friendly 
contrast with his bearing toward the 
others : 


"1 suppose you have your free papers?" 
"To which 1 answered : 
"No, sir ; I never carry my free papers 


to sea with me." 


"But you have something to show that 


you are a freeman, haven't you ?" 


Yes, sir," 1 answered ; "I have a pa- 


per with the American eagle on it, and 
that will carry me around tlie world." 


At Havre-de-Grace he met a young col- 


ored man whom he knew and who seemed 
curious to find out 
his business so far 


from home. He got rid of Ihis difficulty 
only to encounter another. 
At the win- 


dow of a train, standing on a side track 
directly opposite the one he was in, sat a 
man for whom he had just been working 
at Baltimore. 
By good luck the man did 


not turn around, so he was undiscovered. 
On reaching Philadelphia he inquired his 
way to the New York trains and arrived 
in that city on the -lib of September, 
18oS, a free man. But his troubles were 
not over. 
In New York be found that it 


was hard to find a trustworthy man even 
of bis own race. 
Large premiums wcro 


offered for the return of runaway slaves, 
and few of the miserable darkies in the 
city could withstand the temptation to 
betray a brother. 
For days Douglass 


wandered homeless and hungry through 
Ihe streets. 
Finally he found a good 


Samaritan who directed him to the house 
of David Ruggles, one of the officers of 
the Underground Railroad, who lived on 
the corner of Church and Lispenard 
streets. 
There the poor runaway was 


hidden for several days and there he was 
joined by his intended wife, a free woman 
from Baltimore, and they were married 
by a Presbyterian minister. From New 
York the newly-married couple went to 
New Bedford, Mass., where their free life 
began in earnest. 
It was in New Bed- 


ford that Douglass, on the advice of a 
colored friend, changed the name given 
him at birth to the one he now bears. 
Frederick Augustus Washington Bailey 
was his original name. His friend, having 
just read The Lady of the Lake, suggested, 
indeed, insisted upon Douglass as the new 
surname, and Douglass it was made. 


LUNATICS IN WASHINGTON.—An offi- 


cer of the Washington police force gives 
some facts concerning the prevalence of 
lunatics at the national capital that have 
a peculiar interest at the present time. 
The arrest of a lunatic who wanted to 
kill Mr. Blaiue, and began by smashing a 
couple of windows, does not surprise the 
Washington authorities in the least. Four 
insane men disputed the inauguration of 
Mr. Garfield, claiming the distinction for 
themselves. 
Seven claimed to have been 


selected instead of Mr. Hayes. General 
Grant had seven rivals at his first and a 
dozen at his second inauguration, and 
there were four mad aspirants for the 
hand of his daughter on the occasion of 
her marriage in Washington. 


The Memphis Appeal, in an article upon 


the progress of the negro as a laborer, 
says: "ft is an undeniable fact that the 
negro is making his way, and is winning 
a more forward position than had been 
thought possible in the same generation 
that saw him a slave. While that people 
can produce a Douglass and a Senator 
Bruce, it is impossible utterly to dispise 
them.

In Georgia, for 
instance, there :were at the beginning of 
the war only 62,000 landed proprietors. 
To-day there ore more than twice that 
number. 
The same is true of Alabama, 


Arkansas, Florida and Virginia.

scare among the English steamship com" 
panics, when it was announced that the 
Cunard steamer Bothnia had been set on 
fire by two strangers who had visited the 
vessel. They had scattered some kind of 
liquid upon the carpet in the saloon and 
prssage ways, which ignited when trodden 
upon. Although the fire burned briskly 
for a while, it was soon subdued and no 
great damage resulted; but it has served 
to intimidate the v. ealthy who were con- 
templating Europe in trips, and it is likely 
that passenger lists for some little time 
to come will not be as full as usual in 
consequence. 


The Vanderbilt mansions do not appear 


to be any nearer completion than they 
were a year ago, although a small army of 
workmen are employed. But Cornelius 
Yanderbilt's fine horses took possession 
of their gorgeous new stable yesterday, 
and walked to their stalls over expen- 
sively carpeted floors.

THE HBAUE MWKUHEOT. 


Exhibition of UeclRun Nuboililed for HU 


Equeitrlnn Hlntne In Falrmonnt Park. 


The designs submitted in competition 


for the proposed equestrian statue of Gen 
cral Me ide have been arranged for exhi- 
bition in Philadelphia. The Times of 
Saturday says • "The models are fifteen in 
number, the most of them about two feet 
in height, and presenting a strong family 
likeness as they are ranged around the 
room. These fifteen plaster horses, light- 
lightly stepping or gaily caracoling, with 
nicely curving necks and flowing manes, 
and fifteen plaster riders of more or less 
heroic aspect, do not arouse the spectator 
to an ardent admiration of the genius of 
the sculptors who were tempted to com- 
pete for the association's 'prize. It is, 
perhaps, unnecessary to say that few of 
the names appended to the models arc 
known to fame. It may be added that 
few of these models give indication that 
fame will ever be the portion of their au- 
thors. 
Various as are the degrees of in- 


competence they display, scarcely any of 
them rise upon the dullest commonplace, 
and so nearly equal arc they in this re- 
spect that it is a wonder how the associa- 
tion or the committee, or whoever made 
the selection, was able to pick out three 
more commonplace than the rest to which 
to award the prizes. There are a few of 
the designs that indicate effort at origi- 
nality, but most of these bear no evident 
relation to the professed purpose, a por- 
trait of General Meacle. There is an odd 
little sketch, for example, stuck away in 
a corner, that suggests Napoleon crossing 
the Alps, or St. George and the dragon, 
or some other heroic fancy, that would be 
absurd enough as a statue of this quiet, 
self-contained soldier, yet it does have 
the merit of a life of its own. Another 
small model represents a Texan ranger 
coursing over the plains upon his pony, 
not badly expressed, but quite out of the 
present 
competition. The model that 


does show an intelligent effort to incorpa- 
rate in a portrait statue some definite 
idea, some original thought, is that which 
represents Meadc turning in his saddle 
and resting his right hand, holding his 
cap, upon tho haunch of his horse, 
while with his left hand he draws quickly 
on the bridle. There is a great deal of 
force in this figure and the horse is fairly 
modelled. If not altogether good it is 
certainly a nearer approach to something 
of value than either of the three prize cs- 
sajs. 


"Mr. Guilder's design, towhich the first 


prize is awarded, is very carefully mod- 
elled and elaborately finished. The horse 
is in a conventional posture and the rider 
sits eicct in his saddle, in his best uni- 
form, with sword and sash and buttons 
and field-glass complete. It is a perfect- 
ly harmless statue, but the world would 
never make pilgrimages to look upon it. 
Mr. Baily's model has been seen before 
under various names. In fact he sends 
samples of his two styles, with the horse 
in motion, and with the horse at rest. 
The committee has preferred the latter. 
It is very dull, though it shows a certain 
technical facility which makes its dullness 
preferable to that of Mr Lansing's model, 
which is given the third prize. Among 
those that remain, various degrees of 
dullness, of positive badness, or of absur- 
dity may be observed. There is one very 
funny one with a genius of some sort of- 
fering a wreath to a sick looking little 
man on a wooden horse, and another in 
which the 
alleged General Meade is 


mounted upon a gouty animal that sug- 
gests the fabled prock. Taking them as 
they run, the three selected are possibly 
as good as any other three, but none of 
them suggest a statue upon which it would 
be at all worth while to expend the money 
which the association has collected." 


—Since the inauguration of the signal 


service system on the Pacific coast great 
attention has been paid the reports there 
by farmeis and all interested in grain 
production, and also by shipmasters, the 
latter especially when outward bound. 
The great distance of Washington makes 
it difficult to give them accurately for the

avoid the least heaviness of effect.

have found that glass vases and stands are 
the most effective for their arrangement, 
as the transparency of these increases the 
wished for lightness and grace.

way of using tiie dried leaves is for the 
ornamentation of tables, blotting-books or 
boxes. Old cigar boxes, when painted 
black, are very favorite articles for deco- 
ration; but now we know the value of 
varnished unpainted wood, 1 fancy that 
many people v. ill prefer the effect of the 
cigar boxes unprunted, with the unvarnish- 
ed leaves gummed on, and the box and 
leaves varnished afterward. 
If, however, 


a black ground be especially desired, use 
"Brunswick black" and turpentine mix- 
ed, to make a rich-looking brown ground- 
ing. 
Then gum on the leaves in a central 


group, being c ireful to cut away, with a 
sharp pair of .tcissors, all the under parts 
of the leaves, which will be hidden by 
others above, as too many thicknesses of 
leaf will make an uneven surface, and 
give an ugly appearance to the work when 
finished.—Luilies'
